INTRODUCTION 


The aim of the RYA National Cruising Scheme and 
RYA/Department of Transport qualifications as Coastal 
Skipper, Yachtmaster Offshore and Yachtmaster Ocean 
is to encourage high standards of seamanship and 
navigation among yachtsmen and women. 

Participation in courses and examinations is entirely 
voluntary, as there is no statutory requirement for the 
skipper of a British yacht of less.than 80 GRT to hold a 
certificate of competence. 

The RYA and the DTp believe that a system of voluntary 
education is likely to achieve higher standards of safety 
than is legislation to control and regulate the sport.

STRUCTURE OF THE SCHEME 


The Cruising Scheme is split into shorebased and 
practical courses which are progressive and designed to 
be complementary. A course completion certificate is 
awarded on satisfactory completion of a course and 
includes an assessment of ability. Courses on their own 
can not make a fully competent yachtsman. 

Experience at sea, cruising or racing, is also needed to 
confirm the lessons learnt during the courses. Overleaf 
is a plan of the Scheme. There is no requirement to start 
at the beginning but do be realistic about your ability. 
Experience has shown that people tend to be optimistic 
and make the mistake of selecting a course which is too 
advanced.

To apply for certificates of competence you should obtain an application form 
from the RYA or any of the examination centres listed at the end of this Log Book. 
Examination dates are arranged by these centres to suit the mutual convenience 
of candidates and examiners. For the practical examination for Coastal Skipper 
and Yachtmaster Offshore candidates must provide a cruising yacht, normally 
not less than 24’ LOA, in sound, seaworthy condition and equipped to the 
standard set out in RYA booklet C8, Cruising Yacht Safety. The yacht must be 
equipped with a full and up-to-date set of charts and navigational publications and 
be efficiently crewed, as the examiner will not take part in the management of the 
yacht during the examination.

EXAMINATIONS 


COASTAL SKIPPER CERTIFICATE 

The Coastal Skipper has the knowledge needed to skipper a yacht on coastal cruises 
but does not necessarily have the experience needed to undertake longer passages. 
The exam can be practical or, for those who hold course completion certificates, oral. 

Practical Examination 

Seatime - 20 days living on board, 2 days as skipper, 400 miles logged, and 12 night 
hours. This is the only pre-exam requirement. 

The exam will take about 6-10 hours for one candidate and 8-14 hours for two. 
Candidates will be set tasks to demonstrate their ability as a Coastal Skipper and may 
also be asked questions on any part of the syllabus for all practical and shorebased 
courses up to Coastal Skipper. 

Oral Examination 

Exemption from the full practical exam is available to candidates who have completed 
certain courses. These candidates must have: 

Seatime - 20 days living on board, 2 days as skipper, 400 miles logged, and 12 night 
hours. 

Course Completion Certificates - Coastal Skipper practical and Coastal Skipper/ 
Yachtmaster Offshore shorebased. 

The exam will last about three hours and may include questions on any part of the 
syllabus of all practical and shorebased courses up to Coastal Skipper. Candidates will 
be expected to demonstrate practical ability in chartwork, navigation and ropework as 
well as answering oral questions. 

YACHMASTER OFFSHORE CERTIFICATE 

The Yachtmaster Offshore is an experienced yachtsman, competent to skipper a 
cruising yacht on any passage which can be completed without the use of astro- 
navigation. Before taking this practical exam candidates must have: 

Seatime - 50 days, 2,500 miles, including at least 5 passages over 60 miles measured 
along the rhumb line from the port of departure to the destination, acting as skipper 
for at least two of these passages and including two which have involved overnight 
passages. 

VHF- A Restricted [VHF only] Radio Operator’s Certificate. 

The exam will take about 8-12 hours for one candidate and 10-18 hours for two. 
Candidates will be set tasks to demonstrate their ability as skipper of an offshore 
cruising yacht and may also be asked questions on any part of the syllabus for all 
courses except Yachtmaster Ocean. 


COASTAL SKIPPER & YACHTMASTER OFFSHORE 

The depth of knowledge expected under any heading depends on whether the 
candidate is being examined for a Coastal Skipper or Yachtmaster Offshore 
Certificate. 

1. International Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea 

Questions will be confined to the International Regulations and although 
candidates must be aware of the existence of Local Regulations they will not be 
expected to memorise specific local regulations: 

(a) General rules Cl -33 

CbD Steering and sailing rules (4-19] 

(c) Lights and shapes (20-31) 

(d) Sound and light signals (32-37) 

(e) Signals for vessels fishing in close proximity (Annex II) 

(f) Distress signals (Annex IV). 

2. Safety equipment 

Candidates will be expected to know what safety equipment should be carried on 
board a yacht, based either on the recommendations in RYA booklet C8 or the 
Special Regulations of the ORC. In particular, candidates must know the 
responsibilities of a skipper in relation to: 

(a) Safety harnesses 

(b) Lifejackets 

(c) Distress flares 

(d) Fire prevention and fighting 

(e) Liferafts. 

3. Boat handling 

Candidates for Coastal Skipper examinations will be expected to answer 
questions or demonstrate ability in simple situations only. Candidates for 
Yachtmaster Offshore will be expected to answer questions or demonstrate 
ability in more complex situations and will also be expected to show a higher level 
of expertise: 

(a) Coming to and weighing anchor, under power or sail; 

(b) Picking up and leaving a mooring buoy under power or sail; 

(c) Berthing and leaving a berth, alongside or between piles, under power; 

(d) Recovery of man overboard; 

(e) Towing, under open sea conditions and in confined areas; 

(f) Boat handling in confined areas under sail; 

(g) Boat handling in heavy weather; 

(h) Helmsmanship and sail trim to sail to best advantage; 

(i) Use of warps for securing in an alongside berth and for shifting berth or 
winding. 

4. General seamanship, including maintenance 

(a) Properties, use and care of synthetic fibre ropes; 

(b) Knots, splices and whippings; 

(c) General deck-work, at sea and in harbour; 

(d) Engine operation and maintenance; 

(e) Improvisation of jury rigs following gear failure.

5. Responsibilities of skipper 

[a] Communication with crew; 

[b] Delegation of responsibility and watch-keeping organisation; 

[c] Preparing yacht for sea and for adverse weather;

[g] Customs procedures; 

[h] Standards of behaviour and courtesy.

[b] Chartwork, including position fixing and shaping course to allow for tidal 
stream and leeway; 

[c] Tide and tidal stream calculations;

[e] Instruments, including compasses, logs, echo sounders, radio navaids and 
chartwork instruments; 

[f] Passage planning and navigational tactics; 

[g] Pilotage techniques; 

[h] Navigational records; 

[i] Limits of navigational accuracy and margins of safety. 

7. Meteorology 

[a] Definition of terms; 

[b] Sources of weather forecasts; 

[c] Weather systems and local weather effects; 

[d] Interpretation of weather forecasts, barometric trends and visible 
phenomena. 

8. Signals 

[a] Candidates for Yachtmaster Offshore must hold the Restricted [VHF only] 
Certificate of Competence in radiotelephony or a higher grade of certificate 
in radiotelephony. 

[b] Ability to recognise and knowledge of the meaning of the following flags: A, D, 
F, J, K, L, 0, Q, T, U, V & W and the two-flag hoist NC and the morse letters 
D, F, J, K, L, O, T, U, V & W. 

[c] Principles of signalling by flags and morse. 
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YACHTMASTER OCEAN CERTIFICATE 

The Yachtmaster Ocean is an experienced yachtsman competent to skipper a yacht on 
passages of any length in all parts of the world. Candidates must: 

1. Hold a Yachtmaster Offshore certificate (or previous DTp equivalent); 

2. Have completed and be able to provide details of the necessary qualifying passage; 

3. Hold a Yachtmaster Ocean course completion certificate or sit and pass a written 
examination. 

If the candidate has a course completion certificate he should forward to the PYA: 

1. Yachtmaster Ocean shorebased course completion certificate; 

2. Evidence of the qualifying passage. To qualify, the passage must be undertaken on 
board a cruising or offshore racing yacht. Candidates must have taken a full part in the 
planning and preparation of the passage including the navigational plan, checking the 
material condition of the yacht and her equipment and storing with spare gear, fuel, 
water and victuals. During the passage a distance of 600 miles by the log must have 
been run, the yacht must have been continuously at sea for at least 96 hours and over 
50 miles from land continuously for at least 48 hours or for a distance sailed of 200 
miles. This is intended to define an ocean passage; for a passage to be considered 
which may fulfil the spirit but not the letter of the requirements, details should be sent 
to the RYA. 

3. An extract from the log of a yacht, details of planning, reduction and plotting of a 
sun-run-meridian altitude sight, and the observation and calculation of a compass 
check from the azimuth of a heavenly body. This work must be presented in such a way 
that it is possible for the examiner who assesses it to follow the logic of the candidate’s 
work. Attention is drawn to the following points: 

Logbook 

The time used in the logbook must be clearly identified as BST, GMT, local time etc. 
Courses must be named true, magnetic or compass. If courses are recorded as 
magnetic, variation must be stated and if they are recorded as compass, both variation 
and deviation must be stated. Log readings must be recorded at the time of each sight 
and on the occasion of each alteration of course. 

Working of sights 

Sufficient detail must be given to allow the full working of the sights to be checked. This 
detail must include the height of eye for the observation and the index error of the 
sextant, not merely a combined height of eye and index error correction figure. 

Chartwork 

It must be possible to check the chartwork from the logbook, so that the run between 
sights is a verifiable direction and distance. 

All other candidates shquld forward to one of the Yachtmaster Examination 
Centres (see back cover) the evidence of completion of the qualifying passage and 
results of observations at sea referred to above. They must also ask to sit the written 
exam. When attending to take the written exam they should bring with them 
navigational drawing instruments, the nautical tables which they normally use and 
their Yachtmaster Offshore certificate. The exam lasts 1 3 / 4 hours and includes 
questions on the planning, reduction and plotting of star, planet and moon sights, and 
meteorology.

SHOREBASED COURSES 


AWARD OF SHOREBASED COURSE COMPLETION CERTIFICATES 

The authority to award certificates of satisfactory completion of shorebased courses 
is delegated to RYA recognised teaching establishments, which may be evening 
classes, clubs, sailing schools or correspondence colleges. 

All instructors must either hold a professional seagoing qualification and have 
experience of cruising or offshore racing yachts or be yachtsmen of considerable 
experience. 

Certificates of satisfactory completion of courses are, as the name implies, awarded 
only following completion of a course. There is no theory or written exam which can be 
taken as a separate entity. However anyone who has the necessary qualifying 
experience may take the full examination for Coastal Skipper or Yachtmaster 
Offshore (see page 3). 

Assessment during shorebased courses 

A standard set of assessment papers for each course is provided. While many of 
these papers are used informally, some are worked under invigilation to provide an 
objective test of ability at the end of the course. 

Layout of syllabi 

An indication of the minimum recommended teaching time for each subject 
accompanies each syllabus. The courses also include assessment papers which 
involve an additional 14 hours work. Sufficient time should therefore be programmed 
to aliow for completion of these exercises and subsequent discussion of them, 
together with additional exercises set by instructors and revision which may add 
anything up to 100°/o to the minimum recommended teaching times. An indication of 
the depth of knowledge required ( DoK ) is also given, the following abbreviations being 
used: 

A. Full knowledge 

B. Working knowledge 

C. Outline knowledge 

International Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea 

Students are required to have a full knowledge of the regulations before completion of 
the shorebased course for Coastal Skipper and Yachtmaster Offshore. There is, 
however, insufficient time available in the course to teach the subject fully. RYA 
booklet G2 or A Seaman’s Guide to the Rule of the Road are useful books for study of 
the regulations. 


DAY SKIPPER 

An elementary course in seamanship, navigation and meteorology. It is intended as an 
integral' part of the overall training for the Competent Crew and Day Skipper/Watch 
Leader and as an introductory course to the more advanced Coastal Skipper/Yachtmaster 
Offshore shorebased course.

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PRACTICAL COURSES 


AWARD OF PRACTICAL COURSE COMPLETION 
CERTIFICATES 

The authority to award certificates of satisfactory completion of practical courses is 
delegated to RYA recognised teaching establishments, which may be clubs, sailing 
schools or sea training organisations. 

Coastal Skipper practical courses must be under the direct control of an RYA 
Yachtmaster Instructor. Such courses must also be conducted with a pupil/ 
instructor ratio of no more than 5:1. 

COMPETENT CREW AND DAY SKIPPER/WATCH LEADER 

These two courses are set out in such a Wav that those who wish to work towards a 
certificate of satisfactory completion with clubs or members of the Association of 
Sea Training Organisations may do so over a protracted period. A course for either of 
these two grades taken on a continuous basis at a sailing school will take about five 
days. 

A practical certificate may be awarded irrespective of whether the candidate holds a 
certificate of satisfactory completion for the equivalent shorebased course. 
However, the possession of the shorebased course completion certificate will greatly 
enhance the value of the practical course as the instructor will be able to concentrate 
on the practical aspects of the syllabus. 

COASTAL SKIPPER 

This is a course for potential skippers and it is assumed that those attending it will be 
competent as helmsmen, will have a good knowledge of the theory of navigation and 
meteorology, and will already have a level of experience approaching that required for 
the Coastal Skipper Certificate of Competence. 

There is not sufficient time during the course to teach the basic skills of seamanship, 
helmsmanship and navigation, as well as to teach how these skills should be applied by 
the skipper of a yacht. Students will be assessed during the course and certificates of 
satisfactory completion will not be awarded to those who: 

1. Are adversely affected by sea-sickness or any other physical disability to the extent 
that their ability to skipper a yacht is reduced to a dangerously low level. 

2. Are unable to demonstrate sufficient ability in basic seamanship, navigation and 
yacht handling to appreciate the technique and skills required of a yacht skipper. 

3. Demonstrate a lack of understanding of any part of the syllabus to the extent that it 
would be dangerous for them to go to sea as the skipper of a yacht. 

PRACTICAL TRAINING FOR THE YACHTMASTER OFFSHORE 
CERTIFICATE 

No syllabus is prescribed for a practical course for the Yachtmaster Offshore 
certificate. However, teaching establishments may offer courses in preparation for 
this examination, either to give candidates experience of making longer passages or 
simply as a refresher course on aspects of yacht handling, navigation and seamanship.

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PERSONAL LOG 


PERSONAL LOG 


For the Personal Log to be of value it must be filled in accurately and comprehensively. The 
columns have particular significance in relation to the experience required before 
examination for certificates of competence. The following notes give guidance on the 
information to be included and define the terms used. 

Column 3 Details of voyage 

It is most important that this includes a record of the capacity in which the cruise was 
made (eg. crew member, mate of watch, skipper etc.) 

Column 4 Days on board 

A day on board is a period of 24 consecutive hours living on board the vessel. Periods of less 
than 24 hours may not be aggregated to increase the total but a day is not invalidated by 
leaving the yacht for a few hours during a cruise. 

Column 5 Distance logged 

This is the distance sailed (by the log) in tidal waters, in the open sea, outside natural or 
artificial harbours in which it would be possible to leave a yacht secured or anchored 
unattended for a prolonged period. Distance logged in non-tidal seas such as the 
Mediterranean and the Baltic is excluded. However, provided that at least 50°/o of the 
qualifying experience for any certificate has been logged in tidal seas, the balance may be 
made up of experience in non-tidal seas. Candidates who wish their experience in non-tidal 
seas to be allowed as a part of the qualifying seatime for Yachtmaster Offshore 
examinations should apply to the appropriate Examination Centre. 

Column 6 Night Hours 

This is hours on watch or taking an active part in the navigation or handling of the yacht, at 
sea between sunset and sunrise. 

Column 7 Signature of Skipper 

The holder of the Log may himself sign for cruises during which he was skipper of the yacht. 

Retrospective logging of experience 

Many candidates for the RYA/DTp certificates have been sailing for many years before 
deciding to take an examination. In such cases it is often difficult to provide full details in the 
form required in the Personal Log but the experience may be perfectly valid. A special 
section is provided on page 22 for candidates to record, in general terms, their experience 
gained up to the date when they first acquired the Logbook. 

Record of qualifying passages 

Full details of the qualifying passages required for the Yachtmaster Offshore examination 
should be recorded on page 23. 

Quality of experience 

The requirements for experience prior to examination for RYA/DTp certificates can be 
defined only in quantitative terms. However, the quality of experience is just as important 
and although it would be impossible to lay down absolute requirements without producing 
an unduly complicated and restrictive set of rules, the attention of all candidates is drawn 
to the following notes. 


Geographical breadth of experience 

It is relatively simple to visit harbours and anchorages with which one is familiar and hac 
local knowledge. However, a competent yachtsman should be able to enter any harbour, in 
which there is sufficient depth, given an adequate chart and sailing directions. The skill of 
interpreting published information on unfamiliar harbours is best acquired by practice and 
every opportunity should be taken to visit small harbours and anchorages. Entering harbour 
by night calls for an acquired skill in identifying navigational lights or picking out unlit marks 
against the background of the shore lights. Again, practice is the key to success. 

Boat handling under sail 

Now that so many harbours are crowded with permanent moorings there is little scope in 
the normal course of cruising to practise the traditional skills of handling a yacht under sail. 
However, these skills are important so that a broken-down engine or a fouled propeller does 
not result in the total disablement of the yacht. Practice in handling a yacht under sail, 
approaching and leaving a mooring or anchor, recovering a man overboard and sailing in 
narrow channels are all essential in order to ensure that the skipper and crew can, if 
necessary, carry out manoeuvres without recourse to an auxiliary. 

Adverse weather conditions 

The yachtsman is most thoroughly tested when he has to cope with gale force winds or fog 
at sea. It is possible, by sailing within strict self-imposed limits and never making passages 
which place the yacht more than a few hours from a safe harbour of refuge, to avoid adverse 
weather conditions but to do so invariably limits experience. It is not recommended that 
anyone should go to sea under adverse conditions for the sole purpose of experiencing a 
gale or fog but neither should candidates for RYA/DTp certificates adopt an over-cautious 
approach. 

Long passages 

On several parts of the UK coast, particularly in popular yachting centres in the south and 
south east, it is possible to cruise over a wide area without ever making a passage longer 
than 18-24 hours. Such passages can be accomplished without the need for an effective 
watch-keeping system and tend to encourage day-sailing rather than passage-making 
organisation of crews. Candidates should endeavour to gain experience of longer passages 
of two or three days or more, to ensure that they understand how a yacht and crew must 
be organised in order to sustain efficiency during a prolonged period at sea. 

Racing 

The ability to sail a yacht efficiently in terms of helmsmanship and sail setting and trimming 
is a skill which candidates for RYA/DTp examinations are encouraged to acquire. The best 
way to measure and improve these skills is by taking part in races. There are also skills such 
as the ability to sail in such a way that the yacht places the minimum demands on her gear 
and on the strength and stamina of her crew which are the antithesis of those required 
when racing. The candidate whose normal pattern of sailing is heavily racing-based may 
need to experience short-handed passage-making to develop these skills. 

Dinghy sailing 

Many yachtsmen believe that a dinghy is the best type of boat in which to learn to sail. A 
light, un-ballasted sailing dinghy is certainly likely to be less forgiving of bad helmsmanship 
or crewing than is a heavy displacement cruising yacht. There is no arrangement in the 
syllabus for dinghy sailing to be substituted for cruising experience as part of the necessary 
seatime. However, dinghy sailing must be recognised as a valuable part of the learning 
experience for any yachtsman. Anyone who is setting out to learn to sail should certainly 
consider taking a dinghy sailing course, even though his ultimate aim may be to sail 
exclusively in larger craft.
